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ENDOWED  BEDS 


An  individual  may  endow  a  bed  in  an  adult's  ward  by  the 
payment  to  the  Society  of  $7,500,  and  in  a  child's  ward 
by  the  payment  of  $5,000.  The  donor  shall  be  entitled  to 
nominate  an  occupant  of  such  an  endowed  bed,  which  right 
shall  not  be  assignable. 

The  will  of  a  decedent  may  give  a  similar  amount  to  the 
Society  to  endow  a  bed,  which  will  may  nominate  an  adult 
to  have  the  right  to  name  an  occupant  of  such  an  endowed 
bed  during  the  life  of  such  adult,  which  right  shall  not  be 
assignable. 

An  endowed  bed  may  also  be  created  by  a  contract 
between  a  donor  and  the  Society,  containing  such  pro- 
visions as  may  be  agreed  to  in  any  particular  case.

Certificate  of  Intention 
To  Incorporate  the  New  York  Society  for  the 
Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled 


(As  Amended  December  12,  1939) 


The  undersigned,  being  each  and  every  one  of  them  of  full  age  and 
Citizens  of  the  State  of  New  York,  desiring  to  associate  themselves  for  the 
benevolent  and  Charitable  objects  hereinafter  expressed,  that  they  may  be- 
come a  body  Corporate  and  politic,  and  be  enabled  to  conduct  the  business 
of  the  Society  in  the  City  and  County  of  New  York,  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  an  "Act  for  the  incorporation  of  Benevolent,  Charitable,  Scien- 
tific and  Missionary  purposes,"  passed  April  12th,  1848,  and  of  the  Acts 
Supplementary  to  and  amendatory  of  the  same,  do  for  these  purposes  here- 
by certify: — 

I.  That  the  name  and  title  by  which  such  Institution  shall  be  known  in 
law,  is  the  "New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crip- 
pled." 

II.  That  the  particular  purposes  and  powers  of  the  Society  shall  be  to 
maintain  a  general  Hospital  and  Dispensary  and  branches  within  and  with- 
out the  City  of  New  York  for  the  medical  and  surgical  care  and  treatment 
of  in-patients  and  out-patients;  to  supply  skillfully  constructed  appliances 
for  the  care  and  treatment  of  cripples,  and  to  make  all  of  its  facilities  avail- 
able to  the  poorest  in  the  community,  and  to  do  all  things  incidental  to  the 
accomplishment  of  such  purposes. 

III.  That  the  Board  of  Managers  to  manage  the  same  shall  consist  of  a 
President,  five  Vice  Presidents,  a  Treasurer,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a 
Recording  Secretary  and  twelve  Members,  to  be  chosen  annually. 

IV.  That  the  following  named  persons  shall  constitute  the  Board  of 
Managers  for  the  first  year,  viz.:  James  Lenox,  Robert  B.  Minturn,  John  C. 
Green,  Stev/art  Brown,  Apollos  R.  Wetmore,  William  A.  Booth,  Robert 
M.  Hartley,  Joseph  B.  Collins,  James  W.  Beekman,  George  Griswold,  John 
David  Wolfe,  Enoch  L.  Fancher,  Jonathan  Sturges,  James  Knight,  Thomas 
Denny,  Luther  R.  Marsh,  Charles  N.  Talbot,  J.  F.  Sheafe,  Henry  S.  Terbell, 
Nathan  Bishop,  John  W.  Quincy. 
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V.  That  the  amount  of  real  and  personal  estate  to  be  held  by  the  Society, 
shall  be  determined  by  the  demands  made  upon  it,  within  the  limitations 
of  the  law.

AUDITOR'S  REPORT:  We  have  audited  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  Hospital 
for  Special  Surgery  of  the  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and 
Crippled  for  the  calendar  year  1944.  Cash  and  charge  income  records  of  hospital 
income  items  were  audited  by  us  and  we  examined  and  inspected  vouchers  for  pay- 
rolls, expenses  and  other  disbursements  and  found  them  to  be  properly  charged. 
Accruals  for  wages  and  taxes  have  been  made  on  the  books  and  all  ascertained  lia- 
bilities have  been  included  in  the  accounts.  Cash  accounts  at  the  Hospital  were 
verified  and  those  of  the  Treasurer  were  confirmed  to  us  by  the  depository.  The 
investments  in  the  custody  of  the  United  States  Trust  Co.  of  New  York  were  con- 
firmed direct  to  us  by  the  bank.

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THE  REPORT  OF  THE  SURGEON-IN-CHIEF 

Again  I  have  the  privilege  of  presenting  the  report  of  the  professional 
activities  of  the  Hospital  for  the  year  1944,  the  third  year  of  the  Second 
World  War. 

The  outstanding  development  was  the  re-organization  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Medicine  and  Pediatrics.  This  Department  developed  by  the 
addition  of  small  uncorrelated  clinics  and  services  from  time  to  time 
during  a  period  of  many  years.  The  routine  pediatric  care  of  the  children 
who  were  being  treated  on  the  Orthopaedic  and  Surgical  Services  and  the 
medical  consultations  on  the  adults,  were  provided  by  Drs.  Carlisle  S.  Boyd 
and  Frank  G.  Pettengill.  Later  pediatric  and  adult  medical  clinics  were 
established  in  the  Out-Patient  Department.  The  Arthritis  Clinic  under  the 
personal  direction  of  Dr.  R.  Garfield  Snyder  was  also  a  later  addition  and 
it  brought  with  it  a  number  of  specialized  medical  and  surgical  clinics  for 
consultation  purposes.  Still  later  it  became  necessary  to  develop  special 
obesity  clinics  for  weight  reduction  in  some  of  the  orthopaedic  cases.  Each 
of  these  medical  clinics  functioned  separately  in  its  own  compartment  but 
without  general  relation  to  the  other  departments  of  medicine.  Both  the 
loss  of  Dr.  Snyder  last  year  and  the  realization  by  the  Hospital  Staff  of 
the  importance  of  being  able  to  provide  good  service  for  patients  suffering 
from  rheumatic  disease,  served  to  emphasize  the  need  for  a  complete 
re-organization  of  the  Medical  Services  and  this  was  further  emphasized 
by  the  retirement  of  Doctor  Boyd  who  had  loyally  served  for  years  as 
Chief  of  the  Department  of  Medicine  and  Pediatrics.  The  Hospital  was 
fortunate  in  being  able  to  secure  the  services  of  Dr.  Richard  H.  Freyberg 
who  previously  held  the  positions  of  Assistant  Professor  of  Internal 
Medicine  and  Director  of  the  Rackham  Arthritis  Research  Unit  at  the 
Medical  School  and  University  Hospital  of  the  University  of  Michigan. 
His  contributions  to  the  investigation  of  rheumatic  disease  over  a  period 
of  ten  years,  had  been  outstanding.  Dr.  Freyberg  was  appointed  Chief  of 
the  Department  of  Internal  Medicine  and  Pediatrics  and  Dr.  Boyd  was 
made  Senior  Consulting  Physician  and  Physician-in-Chief  Emeritus.  Dr. 
Freyberg  is  now  serving  on  a  half  time  basis  with  his  office  in  the  Hos- 
pital and  the  opportunity  of  devoting  the  remainder  of  his  time  to  private 
practice.  He  assumed  his  new  post  September  ist,  1944  and  has  been 
extremely  energetic  in  planning  the  re-organization  of  the  Medical  De- 
partment to  take  effect  on  January  ist,  1945.  Under  his  leadership  all  the 
various  medical  and  pediatric  services  are  being  brought  together  in  one 
general  service  and  in  addition,  provision  is  made  for  the  establishment 
of  a  medical  ward  of  twenty  beds  which  will  be  used  largely  for  the 
study  and  investigation  of  the  rheumatic  diseases.  I  feel  sure  that  with 
such  an  auspicious  beginning,  our  Medical  Department  will  come  to 
occupy  a  very  important  place  in  the  Hospital's  activities  and  will  be  the 
means  not  only  of  supplying  more  complete  service  to  its  patients  but 
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also  of  playing  a  leading  role  in  research  directed  tovvard  the  solution  of 
various  problems  of  disease. 

The  staff  appointments  for  the  year  1945  bring  little  change  from 
previous  years.  This  is  because  the  Medical  Board  has  adopted  the  policy 
of  freezing  all  appointments  pending  the  return  of  the  staff  members 
who  are  in  service  with  the  Armed  Forces.  The  Board  feels  that  it  would 
be  unfair  to  promote  these  men  who  whether  because  of  physical  disa- 
bilities or  of  age,  are  fortunate  enough  to  remain  on  civilian  duty  while 
their  colleagues  are  serving  in  the  Armed  Forces  at  great  personal  sacri- 
fice. In  the  case  of  the  Medical  Department  it  was  necessary  to  make  some 
changes  to  give  the  members  of  the  medical  staff  positions  in  keeping 
with  the  new  responsibilities  which  they  will  assume  under  the  new  or- 
ganization. Under  this  arrangement  Dr.  Cornelius  H.  Traeger  has  been 
promoted  to  full  Attending  Physician  and  Dr.  Willard  M.  Squires  to 
Associate  Attending  Physician.  Dr.  Carey  Eggleston  has  been  added  to 
the  active  staff  as  Attending  Cardiologist  instead  of  serving  on  the  Board 
of  Consultants  as  previously.  In  addition,  Dr.  E.  W.  Munnell  has  been 
added  to  the  division  of  Gynecology  and  Dr.  E.  A.  Rovenstine  has  been 
appointed  Attending  Anaesthiologist. 

A  new  development  is  the  integration  of  the  Department  of  Occu- 
pational Therapy  with  that  of  Physical  Therapy  to  make  a  combined  De- 
partment of  Physical  Medicine.  Dr.  Kristian  G.  Hansson  is  Director  of 
the  new  department  and  in  addition,  continues  to  be  responsible  for  the 
treatment  of  patients  with  poliomyelitis  in  the  subacute  stage.  Miss  Edith 
H.  Brokaw  will  continue  to  head  the  division  of  Occupational  Therapy. 

The  Developing  and  Planning  Committee  of  the  Hospital  has  been 
active  through  the  year  and  has  held  a  number  of  meetings.  At  these 
meetings  various  guests  whose  official  positions  fit  them  to  express  opinions 
on  the  future  development  of  medicine  and  of  the  voluntary  hospitals  of 
New  York  were  invited  to  appear.  Among  these  who  were  heard  were 
the  following:

Dean  Donal  Sheehan,  Dean  of  the  Medical  College  of  New  York 
University. 
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In  addition,  members  of  the  Committee  interviewed  the  members  of 
the  Attending  Staff  of  the  Hospital  to  obtain  their  opinions.  From  these 
conferences  and  discussions  certain  ideas  and  conclusions  crystallized. 
First,  that  there  was  need  for  emphasis  on  teaching  and  research  in  the 
Hospital  and  that  in  order  to  obtain  this,  close  affiliation  of  the  Hospital 
with  a  medical  school  was  necessary.  An  affiliation  should  be  sought  which 
would  allow  the  Hospital  to  retain  its  own  autonomy.  Plans  which  con- 
template the  erection  of  a  new  building  on  Second  Avenue  are  under 
study.  This  building  if  erected  would  add  approximately  one  hundred  and 
fifty  beds  to  the  Hospital  capacity  and  might  also  provide  facilities  for 
doctor's  offices  and  a  private  clinic.  The  work  of  the  Developing  and 
Planning  Committee  is  being  continued  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  final  report 
may  be  available  in  the  near  future. 

We  continue  to  receive  excellent  reports  of  the  activities  of  our  stalf 
members  who  are  serving  with  the  Armed  Forces.  All  of  these  men  are 
rendering  distinguished  ser\-ice  and  occupying  important  posts.  This  is 
shown  by  the  fact  that  our  medical  men  hold  the  following  ranks:  Army — 
2  Colonels,  5  Lieut.  Colonels,  10  Majors,  3  Captains.  Navy — 2  Com- 
manders, 8  Lieut.  Commanders,  2  Lieut,  s.g.,  i  Public  Health  Service.  Wc 
do  not  hold  that  a  medical  officer's  rank  necessarily  indicates  his  worth 
but  the  record  is  impressive  and  we  are  proud  of  our  contribution  to  the 
war  effort. 

The  Record  and  Chronicle,  the  news  sheet  that  is  published  by  the 
Hospital  and  sent  to  all  members  of  the  hospital  staff  including  doctors, 
nurses,  physiotherapists  and  other  employees,  has  proved  of  great  value 
in  keeping  us  in  touch  with  all  our  representatives  in  military  service. 
This  sheet  was  the  result  of  an  inspiration  of  Mr.  F.  Wilson  Keller, 
Director  of  the  Hospital  and  he  has  been  indefatigable  in  promoting  and 
editing  it.  The  amount  of  news  that  it  conveys  increased  to  such  an  extent 
that  during  the  year  it  became  necessary  to  publish  it  every  two  weeks 
instead  of  every  month  as  formerly.  The  success  of  this  news  sheet  points 
to  the  necessity  of  continuing  it  even  after  the  termination  of  hostilities. 

The  report  of  the  Medical  Records  Department  showed  total  house 
admissions  of  2,741  with  27  deaths.  Ten  autopsies  were  performed  or 
37  percent.  The  number  of  f>atients  operated  upon  was  2,290  as  com- 
pared with  2,573  in  1943.  The  reduction  reflects  the  smaller  number  of 
beds  available  for  operative  cases  and  the  larger  number  devoted  to  the 
care  of  patients  with  chronic  conditions,  notably  those  resulting  from 
poliomyelitis. 


Department  of  Orthopaedic  Service 

No  changes  in  organization  were  made  and  the  Adult  and  Children's 
Divisions  continued  to  function  as  separate  services.  The  term  of  the 
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orthopaedic  residents  was  restored  to  two  years  instead  of  one  year  which 
was  temporarily  necessary  because  of  war  time  restrictions  on  use  of  per- 
sonnel. The  lengthening  of  the  services  gives  the  hospital  more  experi- 
enced men  to  conduct  its  services  and  also  better  meets  the  needs  of  the 
residents  who  are  aiming  for  three  years  of  orthopaedic  training  in  order 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  American  Board  of  Orthopaedic  Surgery. 
We  now  have  six  residents  instead  of  eight  as  previously  and  they  spend 
four  months  on  each  of  the  six  different  service  assignments.  Teaching 
and  operating  appointments  were  carried  on  according  to  previous  sched- 
ules. The  direction  of  the  services  was  carried  on  by  Doctors  Richmond 
Stephens,  Lewis  Clark  Wagner  and  Philip  D.  Wilson,  each  serving  for 
eight  months  during  the  year,  divided  equally  between  the  Children's 
and  Orthopaedic  Divisions.  They  were  ably  assisted  by  Doctors  John  R. 
Cobb,  L.  Ramsay  Straub  and  Fred'k  vom  Saal. 

Plans  are  being  made  for  post  war  training  of  the  many  doctors  in  the 
armed  services  who  will  want  to  obtain  orthopaedic  instruction  on  a  hos- 
pital service.  We  anticipate  that  it  will  be  possible  to  considerably  in- 
crease the  number  of  men  who  may  obtain  training  on  a  fellowship  basis. 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  to  the  orthopaedic  service  including 
private  patients  was  1,222  and  i;342  operations  were  performed.  There 
were  two  deaths  and  twelve  post  operative  infections  or  a  rate  of  1%. 

Department  of  General  Surgery 

The  Surgical  Service  enjoyed  great  activity  during  the  year.  It  was  for- 
tunately able  to  keep  its  quota  of  three  residents  appointed  on  an  annual 
basis  filled  with  competent  men.  The  regular  clinical,  teaching  and  oper- 
ative work  was  carried  on  by  Doctors  Carl  G.  Burdick  and  Fenwick 
Beekman,  assisted  by  Doctors  David  Gillespie,  Roderick  V.  Grace,  Walter 
F.  Jones  and  Roland  L.  Mayer.  No  changes  were  made  in  the  staff 
appointments. 

During  the  year,  1,419  patients  were  admitted  to  the  house  and  1,439 
operations  were  performed.  There  were  two  deaths  and  twelve  post  oper- 
ative infections  or  1.1%  of  the  operative  cases.  Of  these  cases  567  were 
listed  as  hernia,  624  as  general  surgery  and  241  as  special  surgery. 

Department  of  Medicine  and  Pediatrics 

Through  the  year  this  Department  continued  to  provide  valuable  ser- 
vice. Care  was  provided  for  39  patients  on  the  hospital  service  and  for  61 
on  the  private  or  semi-private  service.  These  figures,  while  comparable 
with  those  of  recent  years,  do  not  indicate  the  true  worth  of  the  services 
supplied,  for  with  no  ward  facility  for  optional  or  planned  care  of  in- 
ternal medical  diseases,  these  hospital  admissions  for  the  most  part,  repre- 
sent emergency  cases  requiring  immediate  hospital  care.  During  the  latter 
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part  of  the  year  many  affiliated  nurses  were  examined  at  the  start  of  their 
service  and  the  treatment  of  other  hospital  employees  was  continued  as 
before.  Only  7  cases  of  contagious  diseases  were  encountered,  all  un- 
complicated. These  were  measles  i,  mumps  2,  scarlet  fever  i,  and  chicken 
pox  3. 

The  electrocardiographic  facility  is  being  used  to  greater  advantage 
each  year.  During  1944,  157  cardiograms  were  made,  an  increase  of  23% 
over  1943.  Dr.  Gary  Eggleston  continued  the  invaluable  service  of  inter- 
preting the  records.  The  medical  clinics  continued  to  be  very  active;  re- 
quests for  consultation  became  so  numerous  that  in  order  to  provide 
thorough  and  high  quality  service,  it  was  necessary  to  make  appointments 
several  weeks  in  advance.  It  appears  necessary  to  make  new  arrangements 
to  provide  prompt  and  increased  service  in  the  future  and  as  mentioned 
earlier  plans  for  re-organization  of  the  medical  services  are  being  made 
by  Doctor  Freyberg  and  these  will  be  the  subject  of  detailed  report  next 
year. 


Special  Surgical  and  Medical  Clinics 

All  of  the  clinics  mentioned  in  last  year's  report  have  continued  to 
serve  the  Hospital's  patients  this  year  with  equally  satisfactory  results.  I 
regret  that  the  space  curtailment  necessitated  by  the  paper  shortage  does 
not  permit  more  than  this  scanty  acknowledgment  of  tlie  valuable  services 
supplied  by  all  of  the  doctors  who  work  in  these  clinics.  In  behalf  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  and  of  their  colleagues,  I  express  gratitude  for  their 
esteemed  help. 


Laboratory  Service 

The  Hospital  laboratory  again  made  a  new  all  high  record  for  service 
supplied  during  the  year.  The  number  of  tests  and  examinations  made 
was  28,977,  representing  an  increase  of  1,015  over  the  number  performed 
in  1943.  The  variety  of  the  examinations  was  much  the  same  as  formerly 
and  included  all  the  standard  and  reliable  procedures.  In  addition  to  the 
typing  of  the  blood  for  the  major  blood  groups  and  the  usual  cross  match- 
ing before  transfusion,  special  attention  was  devoted  this  year  to  determi- 
nations of  the  R.H.  factor.  This  procedure  is  indicated  when  repeated 
transfusions  are  contemplated  in  order  to  prevent  certain  transfusion 
reactions. 

The  production  of  plasma  by  the  laboratory  staff  was  continued,  except 
for  an  interruption  in  the  latter  half  of  1944  caused  by  pressure  of  other 
work  and  shortage  of  personnel.  A  total  of  168  pints  of  plasma  tvere 
used  during  the  year  of  which  115  were  prepared  by  the  laboratory.  Dur-

ing  the  year  326  pints  of  blood  were  purchased  from  the  Post  Graduate 
Hospital  Blood  Bunk  and  used  for  transfusions.  The  Laboratory  staff 
procured  the  blood  and  managed  the  entire  transaction.  No  transfusion 
reactions  occurred. 

A  total  of  588  gross  surgical  specimens  were  submitted  for  examina- 
tion and  from  these  729  histological  preparations  were  studied  and  diag- 
nosed. During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  the  laboratory  statf  took  over 
responsibility  for  making  basal  metabolic  determinations  and  for  the 
operation  of  the  electro-cardiograph. 

During  the  last  quarter  of  the  year,  the  Acting  Director,  Doctor  Milton 
Helpern  was  granted  a  leave  of  absence  from  the  Hospital  to  serve  as  a 
Special  Consultant  to  the  United  States  Army  Air  Forces  in  Great  Britain. 
During  his  absence,  Doctor  Benjamin  M.  Vance  substituted  as  Director. 


Medical  Library 

The  library  continued  to  be  of  real  service  to  the  visiting  and  resident 
staff  and  was  also  used  a  great  deal  by  the  nurses,  the  students  from  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  the  cadet  nurses,  aihliated  student 
nurses  and  the  physiotherapy  students. 

During  the  year  the  Library  purchased  13  new  books  and  19  others 
were  donated.  Thirty  volumes  of  current  periodicals  were  bound  and  are 
now  available  for  reference.  The  Library  maintains  subscriptions  to  28 
different  medical  journals  and  5  additional  are  contributed. 


Conclusion 

I  wish  particularly  to  express  appreciation  of  the  tireless  efforts  of  Miss 
Logotheton,  Director  of  Nursing,  in  maintaining  a  high  standard  of 
nursing  service.  The  shortage  of  nurses  increases  constantly  and  it  is  only 
by  using  great  ingenuity  that  she  has  solved  the  problem.  In  closing,  I 
wish  to  pay  grateful  tribute  to  the  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  that  was 
manifested  throughout  the  year  by  all  departments  of  the  Hospital.  It  is 
the  feeling  of  being  members  of  a  team  with  the  common  effort  centered 
upon  better  care  of  the  patient  that  lightens  the  burden  of  the  doctor's 
task  and  makes  work  at  the  Hospital  a  real  pleasure.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE 
DEPARTMENT  OF  PHYSICAL  MEDICINE 

The  Department  of  Physical  Medicine  carried  out  its  work  during  1944 
with  satisfaction.  A  total  of  53,107  treatments  was  given.  The  large 
number  of  ward  treatments  given  is  due  to  the  acute  polio  patients  treated 
on  Wards  9  and  10.  The  number  of  treatments  given  in  the  therapeutic 
pool  has  increased  greatly  during  the  past  year  and  show  a  tendency  to 
further  use  in  non  polio  patients,  especially  in  the  postoperative  treat- 
ment of  joints.  Facilities  for  paraffin  treatments  were  improved  by  secur- 
ing a  modern  apparatus. 


Division  of  Physical  Therapy 

The  Physical  Therapy  training  school  for  technicians  opened  its  annual 
term  in  September  with  twenty-one  students  who  are  training  partly  in 
this  hospital  and  partly  in  New  York  Hospital.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that 
several  members  of  the  staff  have  left  for  the  armed  services  we  have 
been  able  to  maintain  adequate  personnel  for  the  various  activities  of 
the  department. 

The  figures  showing  the  number  of  treatments  given  by  the  Division 
of  Physical  Therapy  were  as  follows:

Division  of  Occupational  Therapy 

Miss  Edith  H.  Brokaw  reports  that  the  Division  of  Occupational 
Therapy  made  steady  progress  in  spite  of  the  difficulties  of  war  time 
operation.  The  total  number  of  patients  treated  was  1,743  of  which  1.156 
were  in-p.itients  and  587  out-patients.  The  number  of  treatments  given 
was  11,207  of  which  7,995  were  diversional  and  3,212  functional. 

As  before,  emphasis  was  placed  on  the  restoration  of  physical  function. 
The  number  of  patients  receiving  this  type  of  work  doubled  this  year  and 
the  total  number  of  functional  treatments  increased  40%  over  the  year 
before.  Since  this  type  of  work  requires  more  individual  supervision  and, 
except  for  a  little  more  student  help,  there  was  no  increase  in  the  number 
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of  the  staff.  It  is,  therefore,  not  surprising  that  there  was  a  decrease  in  the 
number  of  diversional  treatments.  However,  there  was  a  gain  in  the  caliber 
of  this  part  of  the  work  as  more  teaching  of  skills  was  done.  One  interest- 
ing development  was  the  little  nursery  group  which  was  held  in  the 
shop  three  mornings  a  week  through  the  early  part  of  the  year.  Here 
pre-school  training  was  given  a  group  of  little  boys  who  had  been  hos- 
pitalized for  a  long  period. 

Due  to  factors  beyond  control,  the  part  of  the  program  aimed  at  eco- 
nomic rehabilitation  moved  slowly,  but  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  go  ahead 
faster  in  the  postwar  period.  In  order  to  obtain  better  orientation  on  this 
part  of  the  work  the  Director  of  Occupational  Therapy  made  a  trip  to  the 
middle  west  early  in  the  summer  to  visit  some  of  the  best  workshops  in 
the  country.  Besides  the  inspiration  and  practical  knowledge  gained,  this 
trip  resulted  in  some  interesting  contacts  for  the  division. 

The  student  training  program  during  the  year  was  somewhat  irregular 
but  there  were  three  students  from  New  York  University  and  six  from 
Columbia  University  for  clinical  training. 

In  the  spring  an  arrangement  was  made  with  the  Girl  Scout  Organiza- 
tion whereby  some  of  the  senior  girls  as  part  of  their  vocational  training, 
served  as  volunteer  aids  in  the  shop  on  Saturday  mornings.  Their  help 
as  well  as  that  of  the  other  volunteers  was  greatly  appreciated. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  thanks  to  Mr.  Keller  and  to  all  the  hos- 
pital departments  for  their  cooperation  and  especially  to  the  Women's 
Board  for  their  continued  support  and  interest  in  the  Division  of  Occu- 
pational Therapy.

Despite  the  many  handicaps  under  whicff  we  have  been  operating  due 
to  wartime  conditions,  the  statistics  of  the  hospital  sho>v  that  even  with 
a  decrease  in  our  bed  complement  caused  by  our  inability  to  obtain  nurses 
and  other  personnel,  the  work  of  the  hospital  has  proportionately  increased.

By  comparison,  these  figures  seem  to  show  a  falling  off  in  the  amount  of 
care  rendered  but  this  is  not  the  case.  In  1943,  it  was  necessary  for  reasons 
mentioned  above  to  limit  the  bed  capacity  and  a  further  reduction  of  beds 
was  necessary  in  1944  amounting  to  a  decrease  of  13%  in  the  bed  comple- 
ment. The  actual  decrease  in  the  number  of  patients  over  the  previous  year 
was  11%,  and  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  days  of  care  rendered  was 
7%  .  But  the  percentage  of  occupancy  increase  to  77%  which  gives  a  net 
gain  in  the  percentage  of  occupancy  of  6'/,  .  During  the  summer  months  it 
was  necessary  to  further  reduce  the  bed  complement  temporarily  to  permit 
vacations  which  v.'ere  greatly  needed  by  our  personnel  due  to  the  arduous- 
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ness  of  their  duties.  If  we  consider  this  vacation  reduction,  the  percentage  of 
occupancy  for  the  year  is  82%  or  a  net  gain  of  11%. 

United  Hospital  Fund  figures  reveal  that  the  visits  to  the  Out-Patient 
Departments  of  hospitals  in  Greater  New  York  decreased  in  1943  over 
1942  by  21.8%.  This  is  unquestionably  due  to  more  prosperous  economic 
conditions.  However,  the  falling  off  in  attendance  to  the  Out-Patient  De- 
partments of  orthopaedic  hospitals  has  been  only  8 9?  .  The  attendance  to 
our  Out-Patient  Department  compares  well  with  this  figure  when  com- 
paring 1942  to  1944  which  shows  a  decrease  of  only  ^'/(  .  This  merely 
indicates  that  an  increase  in  prosperity  does  not  cause  the  same  falling  off 
in  clinic  attendance  among  patients  suffering  from  diseases  of  an  ortho- 
paedic nature  because  they  are  not  as  employable  and  because  of  the  fact 
that  such  afflictions  are  not  as  quickly  remedied  as  those  treated  in  a  general 
hospital.  The  drop  in  free  work  can  be  explained  by  the  greater  enrollment 
in  hospital  insurance  plans  and  the  greater  ability  of  the  family  of  the 
patient  to  pay  for  medical  care. 

The  most  difficult  problem  during  the  year  has  been  the  manpower 
shortage.  During  1944,  440  persons  left  our  employ  and  404  were  em- 
ployed, making  numerically  over  100%  in  labor  turnover.  However,  a 
great  deal  of  credit  must  go  to  those  persons  who  have  been  the  backbone 
of  our  organization,  and  without  their  loyalty  to  the  hospital  and  their 
devotion  to  their  duties,  we  would  have  been  unable  to  maintain  the  high 
standard  of  service  to  our  patients.  To  appropriately  recognize  this  fact,  a 
fitting  ceremony  was  held  at  the  hospital  during  April  at  which  time  120 
persons  who  had  served  the  hospital  for  five  years  or  over  were  awarded 
service  certificates.  There  were  over  fifty  who  have  served  the  hospital  15 
years  or  more  and  nine  25  years  or  more.  To  these  and  to  many  others 
who  have  joined  our  organization  more  recently  and  who  have  rendered 
most  conscientious  service,  we  wish  to  extend  our  grateful  thanks  for  the 
constancy  they  have  shown  in  the  care  of  the  sick. 

The  shortage  of  nurses  is  known  to  all  and  if  it  were  not  for  the  resource- 
fulness with  which  Miss  Cleanthe  E.  Logotheton,  our  Director  of  Nursing, 
has  met  this  problem,  it  would  be  rather  irrelevant  to  mention  it  in  this 
report.  Being  a  special  hospital  and  not  having  the  diversification  of  various 
types  of  diseases  with  which  to  train  student  nurses,  we  have  been  in  a 
more  difficult  position  than  those  hospitals  which  have  training  schools. 
Miss  Logotheton  gave  considerable  thought  and  study  during  the  year  to 
the  organization  of  a  course  for  senior  cadet  nurses  and  nurses  wishing  to 
take  a  post-graduate  course  in  orthopaedics.  Courses  were  inaugurated  in 
the  latter  part  of  the  year  under  a  well  qualified  instructor.  Up  to  the  time 
of  this  report,  ten  senior  cadet  nurses  and  two  postgraduate  nurses  have 
been  or  are  being  trained  in  orthopaedic  nursing.  The  prospect  for  con- 
tinuance and  increased  enrollment  in  these  two  courses  looks  promising 
for  the  coming  year. 

The  Director  wants  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  his  grateful  ap- 
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preciation  to  the  Heads  of  all  departments  who  have  so  ably  assisted  him 
v.'ii.h  the  many  administrative  problems. 

We  are  all  deeply  grateful  and  indebted  to  the  many  volunteers  who 
have  given  so  generously  of  their  time  in  practically  every  department  of 
the  hospital.  During  the  year,  444  persons  gave  39,193  hours  of  service. 
Figuring  an  eight  hour  day,  this  has  meant  an  average  of  13  persons  per 
day.  It  is  a  most  commendable  record. 

We  have  been  ever  vigilant  to  improve  our  service  and  facilities  for  the 
care  of  our  patients.  A  few  of  the  outstanding  improvements  to  the  plant 
and  service  departments  may  deserve  some  mention.  A  Roentgen  Ray 
Therapy  machine  was  installed  and  has  been  operating  since  September. 
Two  of  the  obsolete  dumbwaiters  serving  the  pantries  were  replaced  with 
the  most  modern  type.  The  coal  stoves  in  the  kitchen  were  replaced  with 
modern  gas  ranges.  Improvements  have  been  made  to  the  living  quarters 
for  personnel  on  Second  Avenue  and  43rd  Street.  The  room  of  the  Thera- 
peutic Pool  was  completely  renovated  and  a  new  tile  floor  was  laid.  New 
sterilizing  equipment  was  installed  in  Ward  9  permitting  us  to  increase  our 
facilities  for  preparing  packs  for  poliomyelitis  patients.  During  the  epi- 
demic last  fall,  we  felt  that  it  was  our  responsibilit}'  to  make  more  beds 
available  for  the  treatment  of  acute  infantile  paralysis  patients  and  with 
the  addition  of  this  equipment,  we  were  able  to  care  for  50%  more  of 
these  patients. 

Christmas  at  the  hospital  is  always  a  festive  occasion  and  our  celebration 
of  Christmas  1944  was  carried  on  in  our  usual  traditional  manner.  We  are 
greatly  indebted  to  many  generous  persons  and  organizations  who  gra- 
ciously arranged  entertainment  for  the  children  and  who  saw  to  it  that  these 
little  unfortunates  were  not  without  the  joys  of  a  childhood  Christmas.  To 
these  kind  and  thoughtful  persons,  we  are  deeply  grateful.  Numerous 
friends  contributed  most  generously  with  funds  towards  the  operating  ex- 
penses of  the  hospital.  To  these  we  are  indebted  for  their  kind  assistance 
in  helping  us  to  maintain  our  service  to  the  medically  indigent. 

Probably  more  than  any  other  organization,  hospitals  have  contributed  in 
greater  numbers  skilled  and  highly  trained  persons  for  service  with  the 
Armed  Forces  of  our  country.  We  are  duly  proud  of  our  honor  roll  which 
appears  later  in  these  pages.  From  reports  received  from  all  over  the  globe, 
our  doctors,  nurses  and  other  personnel  are  serving  our  country  with  an 
enviable  record  which  is  reflecting  great  credit  to  our  institution. 

The  Director  is  most  grateful  to  the  Board  of  Managers,  the  Surgeon-in- 
Chief,  the  Medical  Board,  the  Women's  Auxiliary,  and  the  professional 
staffs  of  the  hospital  for  their  keen  understanding,  their  willing  cooperation 
and  assistance  with  the  many  administrative  problems  of  the  hospital.

In  presenting  the  annual  report  of  the  Women's  Auxiliary-Social  Service 
Committee  for  the  year  1944,  I  take  pleasure  in  saying  that  another  year  of 
interesting  work  has  been  completed. 

The  challenge  of  rapidly  changing  events  which  all  departmental  heads 
face  today  is  met  with  ease  by  our  two  able  Directors,  Mrs.  Dervend  and 
Miss  Brokaw.  These  departments,  the  Social  Service  and  Occupational 
Therapy,  despite  frequent  changes  in  personnel  and  greatly  increased  work, 
continue  to  function  in  their  usual  efficient  manner. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  important  increase  in  the  functional  cases 
of  the  Occupational  Therapy  Department.  When  the  new  work-room  was 
turned  over  to  us,  it  seemed  sufficiently  large  to  meet  our  needs,  but  now 
the  work  has  so  grown,  that  at  times  it  is  crowded  to  capacity. 

Again  we  are  most  grateful  to  the  United  Hospital  Fund  for  their  gen- 
erous allocation  to  our  Committee.  This  distribution  of  monies  continues 
to  enable  us  to  carry  on  the  very  essential  work  of  the  Social  Service  and 
Occupational  Therapy  Departments  and  the  Patients'  Library. 

In  September,  two  teams  each  headed  by  a  Captain  and  with  Mrs. 
Barton  Alderson  as  Group  Leader,  were  organized  to  raise  money  for  the 
annual  United  Hospital  Campaign,  which  this  year  was  opened  on  Sep- 
tember 25th.  At  the  final  meeting  held  in  January,  at  the  Fund  Head- 
quarters, the  following  evaluation  of  our  Campaign  work  was  given:  We 
raised  $15,637.62  or  949;  of  our  quota  and  obtained  503  subscriptions. 
Fourteen  out  of  41  Women's  teams  qualified  for  the  two  hospital  prizes — 
Presbyterian  receiving  first  prize  and  St.  'Vincent's  second  prize.  Our  teams 
not  only  qualified  but  also  received  Honorable  Mention  for  their  Campaign 
work.  Mrs.  Alderson  received  two  Honorable  Mentions,  one  for  the  num- 
ber of  new  gifts  obtained  and  the  other  for  the  number  of  renewed  gifts. 
Another  member  of  our  Committee  received  two  Honorable  Mentions  and 
the  third  prize  for  the  number  of  increases  in  renewed  gifts.  Mrs.  Alderson 
and  her  teams  receive  the  thanks  and  appreciation  of  all  for  their  splendid 
work  during  the  Campaign. 

Mrs.  Alderson  should  be  especially  complimented  not  only  for  her  ef- 
ficient work  as  Group  Leader,  but  also  for  her  well  organized  plans  to 
obtain  sufficient  volunteers  to  staff  Radio  City  Music  Hall  during  Hospital 
Week  in  October.  This  was  part  of  the  United  Hospital  Campaign.  The 
volunteers  worked  in  shifts  from  9:30  a.m.  to  10  p.m.  Monday  through 
Saturday.  The  contents  of  the  70  boxes,  most  of  which  v/ere  filled  to 
capacity,  amounted  to  $1,162.32. 

The  'Volunteer  Department  under  Mrs.  Hoepli  as  Chairman  has  made 
great  strides  in  the  last  four  years.  The  steady  increase  in  volunteer  hours 
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is  entirely  due  to  these  splendid  workers  who  have  given  so  unstintingly 
of  their  time.  Our  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  goes  to  them  all.  Special 
commendation  must  go  to  the  following:  Miss  Craigin,  Mrs.  Delehanty, 
Mrs.  Elms,  Miss  Hill,  Mrs.  Paget,  and  Mr.  Maurice,  who  gave  5,127  of 
the  total  hours  given  by  all  volunteers. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  though  we  had  31  less  workers  in  1944  than  in 
1943,  we  had  an  increase  of  2,091  hours  in  1944.  The  following  statistics 
give  a  true  picture  of  the  last  four  years  of  work  in  the  Volunteer  Depart- 
ment.

In  closing  this  report,  the  members  of  the  Women's  Auxiliary-Social 
Service  Committee  join  Mrs.  Hoepli  in  thanking  Mr.  Keller  and  Miss 
Logotheton  for  their  assistance  during  the  past  year. 

Mrs.  Alker,  a  member  of  our  Board  and  Chairman  of  the  Visiting 
Committee,  continues  as  a  Major  in  the  Volunteer  Army  Nursing  Corps 
working  with  the  Armed  Forces.  Mrs.  Alker,  a  Presbyterian  Hospital 
graduate  nurse,  reports  that  last  year  there  were  1,500  of  these  volunteer 
registered  nurses.  This  year  that  number  has  increased  to  2,000.  They  work 
in  Army  Hospitals  throughout  the  United  States  and  also,  are  sent  over- 
seas. On  their  free  days  they  are  permitted  to  serve  in  Civilian  Hospitals. 
We  are  most  grateful  to  Mrs.  Alker  for  so  generously  giving  our  hospital 
two  to  three  days  a  week  of  her  free  time. 

Mrs.  Webster,  Chairman  of  the  Patients'  Library,  reports  that  1944  has 
proven  the  most  successful  year  in  its  history.  Due  to  the  efforts  of  Mrs. 
Osborne,  our  Library  Vice-Chairman,  it  was  possible  to  keep  it  open  this 
last  summer,  as,  in  the  two  preceding  summers,  without  having  to  obtain 
the  services  of  a  paid  librarian.  The  bookcarts  are  taken  throughout  the 
hospital  twice  a  week  and  the  Library  is  opened  a  third  day  for  the  benefit 
of  the  hospital  staff.  The  figures  of  the  year  are  as  follows:  14,442  books 
and  magazines  were  distributed  to  4,060  adult  patients,  to  3,363  children 
and  to  2,573  staff  members,  making  a  total  of  9,995  persons  served.  The 
following  figures  for  the  past  six  years  will  show  the  increase  in  our  circu- 
lation of  books  and  magazines:

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SOCIAL  SERVICE  DEPARTMENT 

In  making  a  survey  of  the  activities  of  the  Social  Service  Department  for 
the  year  1944,  we  note  that  our  most  pressing  problem  has  been  to  meet 
the  war-time  challenge  of  maintaining  standards  of  performance  in  spite 
of  staff  shortage  and  frequent  changes  in  personnel.  Two  of  our  staff  mem- 
bers felt  obliged  to  give  up  their  positions  because  of  home  responsibilities 
and  inability  to  secure  adequate  maid  service ;  a  promising  new  worker  was 
with  us  for  exactly  nine  days,  when  her  husband,  who  expected  to  remain 
in  New  York,  was  ordered  to  the  West  Coast  by  the  War  Department. 
Another,  at  the  end  of  a  year,  accepted  a  position  paying  considerably  more 
than  we  could  offer  and  stay  within  our  budget.  However,  the  spirit  of 
cooperation  within  our  department  has  been  made  evident  by  the  willing- 
ness of  everyone  to  step  into  the  breach  and  "pinch-hit"  whenever  necessary. 

The  fine  service  rendered  by  our  volunteers  is  gratefully  acknowledged, 
for  without  their  assistance  many  of  our  activities  would  have  been  cur- 
tailed. We  are  indebted  to  Mrs.  Hoepli,  Chairman  of  Volunteers,  for 
allocating  to  the  Social  Service  Department  a  number  of  "blue-coats"  who 
have  rendered  splendid  help  as  secretaries,  clerical  workers,  and  escorts  for 
patients;  they  also  assisted  the  social  workers  in  clinics,  made  visits  to  the 
homes  of  patients  in  the  interest  of  medical  follow-up  and  helped  with 
arrangements  for  groups  of  children  going  off  for  summer  vacations,  or 
for  special  parties.  Mrs.  Elms  and  Miss  Hill,  our  two  senior  volunteers, 
deserve  our  most  sincere  thanks  for  another  year  of  devoted  service. 

During  the  year,  we  have  had  the  opportunity  of  participating  in  a 
unique  t)'pe  of  volunteer  project,  the  Volunteer  Case  Aide  Program,  spon- 
sored jointly  by  the  United  Hospital  Fund  and  the  American  Association 
of  Social  Workers.  The  theory  underlying  this  program  was  the  conviction 
that  some  of  the  functions  of  a  trained  social  worker  might  be  delegated 
to  volunteers,  provided  such  case  aides  had  some  preparatory  training  plus 
continued  supervision.  Four  VCAs,  who  had  completed  the  training  course 
consisting  of  twenty-six  hours  of  theory  and  discussion  in  addition  to  sixty- 
five  hours  of  supervised  field  work,  were  assigned  to  our  Department.  All 
four  of  our  VCAs  have  been  very  regular  in  reporting  for  work,  and  have 
demonstrated  their  enthusiasm  for  their  assignments  and  their  value  to  the 
Department.  As  in  the  case  of  all  assignments  to  volunteers,  it  is  essential 
to  keep  in  mind  two  objectives — to  fill  a  definite  need  for  useful  service  to 
the  Department  and  simultaneously  make  the  experience  a  satisfying  one 
to  the  volunteer.  Recognizing  that  war  conditions  have  had  much  to  do 
with  the  present  availability  of  volunteers  as  well  as  with  increasing  aware- 
ness of  the  value  of  volunteer  services,  we  anticipate  that  we  shall  continue 
to  need  our  volunteers  in  time  of  peace  and  we  shall  hope  to  hold  their 
interest  by  discriminating  utilization  of  their  capabilities  and  special 
interests. 

Durng  the  summer  of  1944,  we  had  some  difficulty  in  arranging  for  sum- 
mer therapeutic  care  because  a  number  of  the  camps  and  vacation  homes  we 
have  used  in  past  years  curtailed  admissions  or  were  closed  on  account  of 
inadequate  personnel.  We  secured  places  for  134  children,  most  of  whom 
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were  severely  handicapped  and  who  really  needed  to  get  away  from  city 
homes.  The  total  number  of  vacation  weeks  amounted  to  591.  The  average 
cost  to  Social  Service  for  each  child's  vacation  was  $3.28  with  an  average 
cost  per  week  of  only  $.74.  These  figures  do  not  include  convalescent  care 
arranged  during  the  summer  period  for  thirty  children  from  our  wards 
who  required  post-operative  care.  Mr.  Keller,  Director  of  the  Hospital, 
allowed  us  to  make  use  of  the  Witherell  Fund  of  the  hospital  to  the  extent 
of  $451.71,  most  of  which  was  used  to  defray  the  expensees  for  eleven 
older  girls  at  Blythedalc  Home,  Valhalla,  N.  Y.  The  girls  did  not  live  in 
the  convalescent  quarters  at  Blythedale,  but  occupied  a  small  bungalow  in 
the  garden  and  had  their  own  special  recreational  program.  Thirty-seven 
small  girls  and  boys  spent  from  one  to  two  months  each  at  the  Southampton 
Fresh  Air  Home.  A  hearty  vote  of  thanks  goes  to  the  Bureau  for  the  Handi- 
capped of  the  Brooklyn  A. I. CP.  through  whose  auspices  sixteen  older 
boys  enjoyed  the  Y.M.C.A.  Camp  Pratt  on  Staten  Island,  and  eight  other 
children  requiring  special  consideration  were  provided  with  suitable  camp 
placement.  The  New  York  Philanthropic  League  took  care  of  eleven 
severely  handicapped  older  girls.  For  the  fourth  consecutive  summer,  Oak- 
hurst  Summer  Home  in  Oakhurst,  New  Jersey,  provided  an  exceedingly 
•well-rounded  camp  program  for  thirty-four  children,  most  of  them  spastics 
who  are  not  generally  welcomed  as  campers  because  of  the  special  super- 
vision and  planning  required  for  them. 

During  the  first  half  of  1944  we  could  not  accept  students  from  the  New 
York  School  of  Social  Work  of  Columbia  University  for  field  work  super- 
vision on  account  of  our  own  personnel  shortage;  this  fall  we  were  glad  to 
welcome  Mrs.  Ruth  Insel  from  the  School,  with  Mrs.  Peterson  assuming 
responsibility  for  her  supervision. 

One  outstanding  feature  of  our  work  this  last  year  has  been  constantly 
increasing  cooperation  with  such  wartime  agencies  as  the  American  Red 
Cross,  the  Veteran's  Service  Center,  Selective  Service,  and  the  Federal 
Emergency  Maternity  and  Infant  Care  Program.  With  fathers  away  from 
home  in  some  branch  of  our  country's  service,  mothers  have  many  serious 
responsibilities  thrust  upon  them.  Many  of  these  mothers  are  young  and 
inexperienced  and  most  of  them  are  worried.  When  children  require 
medical  attention,  the  social  worker  in  the  hospital  can  assist  the  mother 
by  helping  her  comprehend  the  child's  need  for  care  and  the  doctor's  recom- 
mendations for  treatment,  and  make  the  necessary  plans  and  family  adjust- 
ments. In  general  the  social  worker  helps  relieve  the  mother's  concern  by 
understanding,  supportive  treatment.  When  the  father,  who  is  overseas  or 
in  a  training  camp  in  this  country  learns  that  his  child  is  ill,  his  concern  is 
lessened  somewhat  if  he  knows  a  skilled  social  worker  is  helping  his  wife 
and  baby. 

Transportation  is  always  an  important  consideration  in  the  care  of 
patients  who  are  orthopedically  handicapped.  To  meet  this  problem  we 
have  had  the  assistance  of  a  number  of  outside  agencies.  The  North  Shore 
Chapter  of  the  American  Red  Cross  has  brought  a  wheel-chair  patient 
every  week  for  physiotherapy  and  occupational  therapy  treatments  and 
for  necessary  clinic  check-ups.  The  Association  for  the  Aid  of  Crippled 
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Children  provides  a  bus  which  has  made  more  than  five  hundred  patient 
trips  throughout  the  last  twelve  months.  The  Greater  New  York  Chapter 
of  the  National  Foundation  for  Infantile  Paralysis  and  the  Walter  Scott 
Foundation  have  both  been  generous  in  meeting  the  cost  of  taxi  fare  for 
patients.  Along  with  other  voluntary  hospitals  in  the  city,  we  have  ar- 
ranged with  the  American  Women's  Hospitals  Reserve  Corps  to  bring 
patients  from  any  part  of  the  Bronx  or  Manhattan  to  the  hospital  and 
return  for  the  flat  sum  of  $i.6o. 

Two  services  for  home-bound  or  convalescent  children  deserve  special 
mention.  The  Handicapped  Children's  Home  Service  provides  trained 
volunteers  who  visit  children  referred  to  them,  bringing  them  friendly 
cheer  and  many  interesting  types  of  diversional  therapy.  We  also  have  the 
privilege  of  referring  children  to  the  "Merry-Go-Round  Book  Club"  of 
the  New  York  Junior  League.  This  is  a  home  library  service  for  sick  chil- 
dren. Each  child  referred  becomes  the  special  interest  of  a  Junior  League 
member  who,  following  a  personal  interview  with  the  social  worker  who 
knows  the  child,  corresponds  with  him  and  mails  him  books  that  will 
interest  him,  and  help  keep  him  happy  during  his  period  of  convalescence. 

We  wish  it  were  possible  to  list  each  friend  of  the  Social  Service  Depart- 
ment who  has  contributed  so  generously  this  past  year.  In  addition  to  the 
larger  gifts  mentioned  in  the  report  of  the  Chairman  of  our  Women's 
Auxiliary-Social  Service  Committee,  we  have  had  many  individual  gifts 
of  money,  toys,  clothing,  books,  wheel-chairs,  crutches  and  appliances. 
One  of  our  older  polio  boys,  who  now  has  a  responsible  position  in  Wash- 
ington, came  to  visit  us  at  Christmas  time  and  asked  if  he  might  contribute 
to  our  Christmas  fund,  as  a  token  of  his  appreciation  for  the  care  he  had 
received  in  less  prosperous  days.  One  of  our  elevator  operators  hands  one 
or  another  of  the  social  workers  a  dollar  from  his  pay  check  each  week 
"for  some  of  the  kids."  Recently,  a  patient  who  had  been  given  a  free 
x-ray  seven  years  ago,  stopped  in  at  the  office  and  left  a  check  in  return 
for  past  services. 

The  problem  of  rehabilitation  for  our  patients,  including  vocational 
guidance  and  training  is  engaging  our  attention.  In  order  to  plan  con- 
structively for  our  patients,  it  is  necessary  for  Social  Service  to  cooperate 
closely  with  other  Departments  of  the  hospital,  especially  with  the  Medical 
Department  and  with  Occupational  Therapy,  as  well  as  with  agencies  out- 
side the  hospital,  such  as  the  Rehabilitation  Division  of  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education,  and  the  Institute  for  the  Crippled  and  Disabled.  Many 
of  our  clinic  patients  have  been  able  to  secure  employment  these  days; 
some  of  them  have  jobs,  not  particularly  suited  either  to  their  abilities  or 
physical  limitations,  which  they  will  no  doubt  lose  after  the  war  when 
there  is  no  longer  a  labor  shortage.  Vocational  guidance  followed  by 
training  or  re-education  and  carefully  supervised  placement  in  employment 
is  a  necessity  for  most  handicapped  persons.  We  look  forward  to  increased 
activity  along  this  channel. 

For  constant  interest,  encouragement  and  assistance,  the  Director  and 
Staff  of  the  Social  Service  Department  express  their  appreciation  to  the 
Board  of  Managers,  to  Mrs.  John  H.  Reynolds,  the  Chairman,  and  members 
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of  the  Women's  Auxiliary-Social  Service  Committee,  to  Dr.  Philip  D. 
Wilson  and  the  members  of  the  Medical  Staff,  and  to  Mr.  F,  >X'ilson 
Keller,  the  Director  of  the  Hospital.

HISTORY 

The  Hospital  of  the  Society  tlrst  opened  its  doors  in  May  of  the 
year  1863.  Since  then  it  has  served  the  public  continuously.  The  first 
nospital  building  of  only  twenty-eight  beds,  situated  at  97  Second 
Avenue  was  soon  outgrown  and  in  the  year  1870  the  Institution  moved 
to  a  fine  new  building  which  stood  on  the  corner  of  Lexington  Avenue 
and  Forty-Second  Street,  on  the  present  site  of  the  Hotel  Com- 
modore. Dr.  James  Knight,  the  founder  and  "Resident  Physician  and 
Surgeon"  served  faithfully  until  his  death  in  the  year  1887.  Dr.  Virgil 
P.  Gibney,  who  followed  him  as  "Surgeon-in-Chief,"  served  until  1924. 
During  these  thirty-seven  years,  the  Hospital  grew  from  an  Institution 
that  merely  provided  for  the  care  of  incurable  cripples  into  one  of 
the  few  progressive  hospitals  in  the  United  States  for  the  treatment 
of  orthopaedic  conditions.  Where  formerly  it  was  only  a  home  to 
house  children  suffering  from  surgical  tuberculosis  of  bones  and  joints, 
or  with  paralysis,  it  became,  under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Gibney,  an 
active  unit  for  the  development  of  reconstruction  surgery  and  soon 
the  reputation  of  its  surgeons  were  known  throughout  the  world. 

Many  new  types  of  operations  were  developed  in  this  Hospital 
during  these  years  which  were  planned  to  rehabilitate  those  who 
formerly  would  have  remained  crippled  the  rest  of  their  lives,  a 
burden  on  the  community. 

Having  in  the  year  1912  outgrown  the  hospital  building  on  Lexing- 
ton Avenue,  the  patients  were  moved  to  the  present  modern  plant 
at  32!  East  Forty-second  Street.  Here  during  the  last  thirty-two 
years  the  Hospital  has  been  carrying  on  its  good  work  for  humanity. 

During  the  last  decade  the  teaching  facilities  have  been  greatly 
developed  in  order  to  give  further  training  to  young  doctors.  This 
has  called  for  expansion  in  all  of  the  departments  of  the  Hospital. 
The  Clinics,  for  which  the  Hospital  has  always  been  famous,  have 
been  enlarged,  new  laboratories  have  been  provided,  the  X-ray  De- 
partment has  been  expanded,  new  facilities  have  been  added  to 
the  Physical  Therapy  Department  and  a  Medical  Library  has  been 
created. 

These  internal  improvements  for  teaching  have  done  much  to 
better  the  care  given  to  the  patients.  Today  not  only  are  the  patients 
receiving  the  best  care  that  is  possible  with  the  most  modern  forms 
of  treatment,  but  the  Institution  is  also  sending  forth  fully  trained 
surgeons  to  practice  their  specialties  throughout  the  world.
